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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 7/20/2007, with respect to Claims 1-6 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections have been withdrawn. 
Corrections to Fig. 1 and the amendments to the disclosure are approved. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3,6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
references cited disclose an image pickup apparatus with enlargement circuit to cut the 
video signal, or thin out the signal, and also means to interpolate the thinned out signal. 
The references also disclose means to extract a high frequency component using digital 
filters. Prior art references cited in the first office action teaches means to change the 
band of the frequency component. However, the prior art fails to teach that the signal 
that has been thinned out, or cut, and interpolated is the signal that is processed 
through the changing means to change the band of the frequency component for the 
purpose of autofocus.
